In the new process the gas pro- 
duced by distillation is carried 
through a pipe nine inches in diame- 
ter and twenty feet long. In the pipe 
is an electrically charged wire, which 
causes precipitation of the heavy par- 
ticles of tar. The tar, forty gallons 
for each cord of wood distilled, is of 
medium consistency and marketable. 
The light oil, obtained in a waiter 
condenser, is immediately marketable 


for ore refining, and the yield is 
twelve gallons to the cord of wood. 
Eighty pounds of acetate of lime are 
obtained for the roligneous acid of 
each cord of wood Nine hundred 


pounds of charcoal are in the final 
yield.

The geographical divisions by which 
these parcels of Austrian and Hun- 
garian property are known are as fol- 
lows: 

The Tyrol (the southern half), the 
coastlands (with Trieste), Dalmatia 
(with the islands of the Adriatic, but 
diminished by a thin paring left tor 
Serbia), are to go to Italy. This thin 
paring of Dalmatia, south of the 
mouth of the Narenta River, Bosnia, 
Herzegovina and a portion of SI 
vonia will fall to Serbia; Transyl- 
vania, Bukovina and the Banat of ‘Le- 


mesvar will go to Rumania, and Gal-| 


icia will become Russian, 


Italy will take some 13,000 square 
miles, having a population of about 
2,000,000, Of this population less 
than 800,000 are Italian and the ma- 
jor fraction is Slav, Serb in Dalmatia 
and the islands, Slovene about 
‘Trieste. 


Rumania will receive 36,000 square) 


miles, having a population of 4,800,- 
000, Of this population a little more 
than half, 2.450,000, is Rumanian, 1,- 
000,000 is Magyar, 700,000 German 
and 50,000 Slav — Serb in the Banat, 
Russian in Bukovina. 

Russia will get Galicia entire, hav- 
ing an area of just over 30,000 square 
miles and a population of slightly 
more than 8,000,000, Practically all 
of this population, save for the Jews, 
is Slav, and 5,000,000 is Polish. Some 
of the fairest bits of the Alps, some 
of the best known places of tourism, 
will fall to Italy’s share. 

In addition, in taking Trieste and 
the coastland down to the end of the 
Istrian peninsula, she will get the 
great modern city of Trieste, one of 
the first commerce ports of the Me 
diterranean basin, and Pola, the chief 
naval station of Austria. Along the 
Dalmatian coast she will acquire 
other splendid harbors and such tam- 
ous cities as Zara, Spalatro, Sebeni- 
co.
